Avovur tho end of the third week of January 
Jast—the nows was first published to the 
world on the 23rd ‘ot that month—Corea 
proclaimed that, in event of war between 
Japan and Russia, she would -remain 
- neutral. It was atinounced very shortly 
after this that Russia did not approve of 
the declaration; yet, almost at the same 
time, it was reported that it was due to the 
machinations of a secret association of 
Belgians, French, and Russians in com- 
munication with sume of the higher Corean 
officiuls that the Seoul Government had taken 
the atep. On the 8th February the Russiun 
arship Korcetz, coming out of Chemulpo 
harbdur, fired what is alleged to have been 
the first shot, in the war at 9 Japanese 
squadrosi then approaching Chemulpo. On 
the next day the-Japanese vessels destroyed. 
the Koreels nnd Varyeg, and proceeded to 
“and troops at Chemulpo. Refusing to 
yecognise the neutrality of Corea, the 
Japanese proceeded to. ovcupy Seoul, which 
was in their hands about the 1th ultimo. 
Whether simultaneously they effected a 
landing in any other part of Corea is un- 


known. It seems more than probable ‘that-| 


they did soat Fusan at, least, in order to 
keep control of the unfinished Fusan-Seoul 
railway lino; and the large number of tran- 
sports known to have been collected ‘at 
Nagasaki and elsewhere have not yet been 
_ accounted for. All means of telegraphic 
communication: (except ‘Bussian land lines’ 
~- t- Burope): having“ been - in - Japanese 
hands for some time, it'is' easy ‘to und 
stand why we. should - have. heard - No- 
“thing of what . has been aan in 
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Southern and Eastern Corea, Anyhow, it is 
| certain ‘that the Corean capital has been 
in Japan’s possession for nearly twenty 
duys, that sho has been pouring troops in, 
while her fleet has geeurely tied up the 
Russian squadron at Port Arthur, and that 
her forces have been steadily advancing’ on 
Ping-yang, in Phyong-an, the north-western- 
most province of Coréa, Now it appears, 
by our Kobe telegram which. we publish 
to-day, that on the 23rd.February Corea 
signed « treaty of ullinnce with Japan, ap- 
parently, as our correspondent says, ranging, 
her with Japan as a belligerent and render- 
ing invalid her previous declaration of 
neuteality. Perhaps the precise significance 
of this alliance is not great, Scoul and the 
Coréan Court being in Japanese custody, 
Coren could but fall in with Japan's wishes. 
For Corea all that the agrecment with 
Japan means is that Corea will give up the 
hopeless task of attempting to muintain 
neutrality between the two Powers 'pre- 
paring to battle in her territory, neither of 
whom in the slightest degreo intended ‘to 
respect her neutrality.” In event of Russian 
success in the war sho wight fall a prey to 
Russia (with the consent of Europe and the 
United States); but, bad she remained 
neutral, Russian success would still have 
meant Russie’s predominance in, and gradual 
absorption of, Corea. On the other hand, 
Corew'aalliance with Japan promises to her, 
should Japan win, ao larger ‘measare of 
autonomy under Japanese guidance than 
she could otherwise oxpect, In yielding'to 
compulsion, Corea has done herself at Tenst 
no harm, 

Aasured hy the new Proioeal of Corea’s 
aid, Japan has pushed forward rapidly, and 
on Sanday last had renched the town of 
Ping-yang or Phyeng-yang, a town somo 
120 to 130 miles north-north-west of 
Seoul, in the province known as Phyeng-un, 
Here, though the place is 100 miles on tho 
Corenn side of the Yalu Kiver, Russian cav- 
alry scouts were inet and driven back by the 
Japancse infantry. The outposts of the 
hostile armiea are therefore in close touch 
in North-west Corea, and a heavy engage- 
ment cannot be far off. The relative 
strength of the opposing forces is, of courae, 
absolutely unknown tous, Russia's military 
movements since the ontbreak of war have 
been Jost in entire obscurity, and Japan's 
ouly slightly less so, Wiju, on the east 
“bank of the Yalu estuary, is in Russian 
hands, but there is the Jupanese fleet to 
| threaten Russia's flank, with part of ils 
strength, if only “Port Arthur can be 
« pottled up,” as it does not seem to bo yet, 
Tast week's news of Japan’s move at Possiat 
Bay has not been confirmed, A distance of 
considerably more than 300 miles separates 
Possiet Bay from the scene of *!-9 coming 
collision, so'that the two movements, if har- 
monious, would be distinct. A mystery 
surrounds the proceedings of the four strong 
Bugsian cruisers which sunk a small Japan- 
eso steamer off the Hokkaido on the 11th 
February. After being reported damaged 
hy a Japanesé torpedo-suadron, they were 


"1 anid to have retired to Vladivostock; but there 


hag been no certainty about them. If they 
are at Viadivostock, it is highly improbable 
that. the Japanese could land at Possiet Bay. 
not 60 miles away, without « naval engage- 
ment, Accounts of the progress of events 
in the extreme North must be received with 
extreme caution. And,indeed,the came might 
almost be said of those regarding events on 
the other side of Corea; only it is impossible 
that all the latter could be hidden, We 
have the advantage of reading some of the 
Japunese official deapatches, which seem on 
the whole fairly freo from oxaggeration, a 
remurk which cannot be made of Admiral 
AvrxiEry’s despatches. The fable about 
the four sunken Japanese battleships must 
make us very chary. of crediting Russian 
official reports. Russia is certainly very 
conaistent in Ler adoption of the worse réle 
in her contest with Japan.

tho first British oourt, Dofendant therofore 
returned on board, The steamer: had only 
beon to Moji in the meanwhile, Defendant 
had been doing duty all right ever since,” 


After corroborative evidence by the Ist and 
Qnd mates defendant said on the 24th ult, he 
recoived a latter saying bis wife was dond. 
Capt. Cox had promised to give him an advauce 
of £6 to send home, ond, onthe 25th, ho wont 
to the cabin to gyt it. He wos drink, and 
pleaded guilty. : 

“In answer to a question og to how. he got the 
liquor he said that {he coptain only gave the 
men ten shilliags at o time, allowing them o

Though we cannot appreciate the colouring 
of its covor, the mow number of the East of 
Asta maguzine is one of more than usual’ 
intorest. ‘I'wo of the hest articles in it concern 
Jopan—Mr, Francis MeGullugh's “ Tho 
Japanese Army Munourres" (extracts from 
which havo already been quoted in: tho Daily 
Press columns), and Mr, C. E, Bruce-Mitford’s 
“Up Fuji with a Camera,” the only fault wo 
have to find with. which is thot. somo of the 
photographs are rather poorly . reproduced. 
Other excellent contributions are Dr. R. C. 
Beebo's “ Stories of Nanking, Dr. Macklin’s 
“‘Triannial © Examinations in’ China," ond 
Mr, 3. J. Woodbridge's ' Kuling.” Bat there 
are severol other readable articles, and the 
mojerity of the illustrations are vory ‘good.

Japanese consumption, but wo may, take tho 
announcement for’ what it is worth andapeculate 
ay to the ships which Russia would be likely 
to sond, The mention of June as tho date of 
siling indicutes that votwithstanding the 
feverish haste with which Kusaia bas for scme 
timo past been advancing her preparations for 
war she is net yet ready. According to tha 
information which we aro able to glean, from 
the latest English papers received, Russia was 
straining every nerve to have her four new 
battlesbips of the Borodiuxo class ready for 
service by the summer, The Alecunder IZ, 
was already half through her trials; the 
Boradino and Suvaroy wore beginning theirs; 
and the Orel was to enter upon her trials in 
the spring. The Slava was expocted to bo 
ready by the close of the year. ‘These five ships 
were all to be in the Far Bast in 1995, and iwo 
or threo of them were expected to go out this 
aummer if peace wax maintained. The ‘fast 
crnigers Izumrud and Jemischug, of the Novik 
type, wero also to be completed this summer, 
and to go out to the Far East, In the Black 
Sea the Potemsin has begun her trials, but does 
not appear to be ready for service, The small 
battleship’ Butakov which has been building 
for years, in at last to be Isunched in the 
Baltic. Her design has so often been modified

Ig tho weather was not so intensely cold 
ono wonld imagine oneself in the mouth of July, 
so dull is the metropolis actnally, and the papers 
so full of nothing. ‘The fact is there is very 
little news to chronicle, while every person who 
is anybody baaleft for warmer regiona, Tho 
politicul world is very quiet, nud is not excited 
over tho Far Esstern question; the Government 
is preparing for future ovents,. and does not 
mean to Lo eaught napping. Russian move- 
ments uro becoming moreand more mysterious, 
It is noted that though the Tsar desires penco 
at all cont, be still shuts a blind eye to the 
thou-suds of soldiers pouring into Port Artbur; 
that alone is enough toalmost: cunso'a cesua 
belli, Tho fact is that'Russia finds it more diffi- 
cult to climb down than she at first reckoned ; 
few can oxpect Japan to wait interminably 
while Russia is hurrying out ships and’ mon to 
the Par East. Opinion is naturally divided on 
the actual situation, which is a perplexing one; 
mony think that there will be no war, and that 
ona or fhe other parties will give way at the 
last moment. Jepan is ag firm to-day as she 
was nt tho beginning ; in other words, she has 
no intention to yield; consequently, if poace is 
to bo assured the ‘I'sar's Government must give 


| something more than yague assurances that it 


moans well, Acts, aot words, are what the 
Japanese ure wailing for from hour to’ hour; 
they, like tho reat of the ‘world, know exactly 
the true value of pledges and promises of such a 
couotry ox Resin, Tbe accumulation of forces 
at Port Arthur and. Duly suggest au over- 
powering of Corea by Kussian troops; this 
Japan onticipates, and must, for the suke of ber 
‘own sufoty, etrike a decisive blow at hor sly 


Parisians are full of the radinm question, 
and coutinne to discuss ita morits generally. 
As io its inventor, little is known of 
him, save that he is the most: modest 
and rotiring of men, an which is probably the 
reason why lid has been hitherto so little known 
to the goneral public. M. Curie, however, is a 
groat celebrity. among his confréeres of tho 
scientific world; he is considered a xavant, ou 
the eva of becoming a candidate for the [nstitut 
de France, or Academie, inhubited by the Im- 
mortels, His friends feel sure thet he will be 


‘| elected, for his discovery ‘has won a great 


repntation for bim and his wifo. M. Curie 
does not wish to offend anybody, though he 
would profer to remain the simple gentleman 
he iz, and not burdened with honours, He 
somewhat dreads his Academic election; and 
not unnaturally.-so, considering that it is 
customary when a man is candidate in France 
for tho Institut, for him to pay a viait to eyoh 
wember of thes august bodies. Persons of 
this clans in France, as a rule, are anything but 


addicted to luxary: as they usually live in modest 


though comfortable apartments situated en the 
fifth floor, ia the Luxembourg quarter, to attsio, 
which one has to climb innumerable flights of 
highly-wexed stairs. This may explain why M. 
Curie, if he could ovly have his wish, would 
prefer to “decline with thanks.” His friends folt 
greatly disappointed at tho last moment, when 
M, Curia informed them that, instead of pre- 
renting himself for the vacant Academic chair, 
he had vaunted the marvollous sc‘ontific capabi- 
lities of his rival Mf. Amagat, The election of 
the latter pleased M. Curie more than if he had 
himsolf been elocted; ho has no objection to 
being left-ont in the cold. Independence is 
worth more than obligations oftan. 

Tho artificial breoding of fish in Franco is 
making considerable progrese, and Parliament 
is thinking seriously of shortly increasing its 
annual contribution of 35,000 frs., for technical 
researches, relatiog to fishing. The zoological 
laboratories of Beulogne-sur-mer, La Hongue, 
Koscoff, Concarnent, Fecamp, les ables 
d'Olonne, Banyuls, Marsoilles,aud Tamaris,which 
are employed for the purpose, are doing very 
well. 'ho object is to study the industrial sido 
of the fish culture question, The investigators 
were first to decide, if the young fish—fry. or 
alevins--oan be trausported, Decided affirma- 
tively for certain river fish, but not: proven in 
the case of ses fiab, Second point.—Can these 
atevine taken from the basin survive their im- 
mersion in thes'a? This point hes yet to be 
satiefactorily settled. Technical opinion favours 
maritime fishery schools, where a child destined 
{o become s fisherman can learn a great many 
nesefal subjects—becoms, in 2 word, a “‘handy- 
man.” Tho ides of the fisbery school is quite 
new to France, a fact which is rather surprising, 
ras fishing is a calling that realises aver six 
‘millions of francs 9 year, employs 90,000 men, 
and ‘#0 boats, The school is required to

Sailors 
asa rule are ignorant, and when not at gea pass 
their spare tina in winc-shops, The achools at 
Groix opened with 52 pupils. It led to the 
formation of similar schools at Dieppa and the 
Sables: d'Olonne.’ The Dieppe Chamber of 
Commerce ig erecting fino premises for its 
sehool, which is to become the model professional 
Behool of fishery, It gives general us well ag 
tecanical instruction. It is managed by‘ the 
municipality, but attendance ia not obligatory, 
Tho techpical teaching takes placo in the aftor- 
noon, ond comprises elementary mathemuties. 
Pravtical navigation, tho construction and use 
of fishing apparatus, the curing aod pro- 
ferving of fish, the making aad repuiring of 
nots, to cateh only marketable fish. | ‘The 
school of Marseilles is located in nn old warship. 
‘Tho pupils aro received lotweon the aves of 10 
and 16, and must remain for 2 period of two 
years. Tho general managament of the schools 
procéeds on the same tines, and hints and ideas 
are freely borrowed from the Irish Fishery 
Sehool, at Baltimore, in the County of Cork. ” 

The Paris Faculty of - Medicine has thrown 
some fresh light on the mysterious slieping- 
sickness, Tho results of the oxhaustiva inquiry 
confirm that the malady which prevailed to 
such an extent ia French, Africa ig really the 
ontcome of a sting ar bite by s member of tha 
mosyuite family, “Ihe diseasa has bean known 
to take as long as eight years to develop. It 
wenerally attueks atrong, healthy young. mon, 
and is found most frequently in well-watered 
distvic's ; itis also most prevalent in the wot 
gengon, ‘Though no cura for the diseasa hos ns 
yet “been « discovered, the Government, who 
Intends to coutinue its enquiries, hopes befora 
long to publish fresh facts about sleeping-sick- 
ness. ‘be medical world ut home is engaged 
on the subject, and trusts to succeed in its sim 
—to find a cure. With time, this difficulty 
will be overcome. i 

The creation of more friendly relations between 
Franco and Siam is gradually becoming a fait 
accompli, . The French who ore very sanguine 
abont this, will have to thank their old friend, 
England, for successfully bringing abont such 
an iesue, The nogotintions which have been 
going on sinca some time betweon tha two 
conatries have borne good fruits MM. Deicassé 
never lost hops, though he was severely blamed 
by hia countrymen for the delay that has oo- 
carred in coming to an arrangement. Romo 
was not bdnilt ina day.” Had it not been for the 
Parliamentary infinsnos of M. Etienne, anid his 
Chauvinist followers, who did not at. all reliah 
the idea of a settlement deprivitig them of pin- 
pricking opportuniti-rs agaiust England, the 
formal agreement executed two years sgo 
between M. Dolensaé and the Siamese Minister 
in Paris—whieh, after all, only needed Franch 
ratification to remove every point in dispute, 
and so establish a lasting modes vivendi—every- 
thing would naw ka sa!tled amicably. Since 
Anglo-French friendship is restored, efforts aro 
made to come to terms with Siam; nobody has 
been or is mora anxions to do this than the 
Bangkok Government. The #rench—sspecially 
tho Colonial Party—ought to bear in mind 
that the Siamese are willing to concede con- 
siderable territory to France, 25 a make- 
weight, in addition to meeting all’ expenses of 
policing tha noutral zone on the right bank of 
the. Mekong, What more do they . want? 
Other points in dispnte will also bo satisfactorily 
settled. : 

Quite a sensution has been created at Toulon 
by the murder of. Lieutenant Trouilh’s wife, 
The tragic affair ia the ontcama nf revenge on 
the part ofa private soldier who was recently: 
dismissed, because he had fallen Fiolontly in love 
with the murdored woman. Taking advantage 
of the officer's absence, he returned to the house, 
where she war, attacked Madame Troaith most 
savagely, und after a most dreadful struggle, 
threw his victim’ out of the window, The 
murderor has hoppily been arrested. :
